Queue-jumping 
document dismissed 
by health minister 


O Gene Zwozdesky and Premier Ed Stelmach have resisted call 
for full judicial inquiry into hot-button issue for Alberta and Tories 


Alberta’s health minister says a gov¬ 
ernment document opponents are 
calhng the smoking gun on health¬ 
care queue jumping is not that at 
all. 

Gene Zwozdesky agreed Thurs¬ 
day that a PowerPoint document 
shown to government caucus last 
summer refers to patients jump¬ 
ing surgeiy wait lists — but not in 
Alberta. 

“That specific reference is with 
regard to people leaving Alberta to 
get a medically insured service in 
another province because the wait 
lists were shorter (elsewhere),” 
Zwozdesky said in an interview 
from Calgaiy. 

“People can receive a service any¬ 
where in Canada and it has to be 
provided,” he added. 

He was responding after the 
Opposition NDP highlighted the 
section of a leaked document — 
titled “Alberta’s Health Legislation: 
Moving Forward” — that focused 


on the queue jumping. 

Written in brief bullet points, 
the document says while the 
province doesn’t support queue 
jumping, “queue jumping occurs 
in many ways.” 

It adds: “There are gaps in legis¬ 
lation that allow work-arounds.” 

Zwozdesky said the document 

— which also discusses expanding 
the role of privatized medicine 
under the public-health umbrella 

— does not reflect government pol¬ 
icy intentions, but is simply a com¬ 
pilation of public opinions. 

“The public indicated they felt 
some queue jumping was occur¬ 
ring, but not queue jumping in the 
way it’s being interpreted in the 
media today,” he said. 

NDP Leader Brian Mason said 
Zwozdesky is simply misleading 
the public. 

He wondered why Zwozdesky is 
calling the document public feed¬ 
back when it outlines changes to

health care, including a health char¬ 
ter for patients, that have since 
been passed into law. 

“It’s more spin to avoid account¬ 
ability for the fact that queue jump¬ 
ing was going on, they all knew 
about it, and furthermore, they 
decided not to take action on it,” 
said Mason. 

“I don’t believe him and I don’t 
think Albertans believe him, 
either.” the Canadian press

Whoever pulled the trigger 
that killed Abdi Ali Mo- 
hamud was gunning for 
someone else, Edmonton 
police believe. 

Det. Dan Jones said the 
EPS homicide unit is treat¬ 
ing the 43-year-old’s death 
on June 3 as a case of mis¬ 
taken identity, since nei¬ 
ther he nor a 25-year-old he 
was with — who was also 
wounded in the attack — 
led high-risk lifestyles. 

“He was not known to 
police and we at this point 
have no reason to believe 
or we do not know if he 
was known to his as¬ 
sailants,” Jones said. 

The shooter in the “or¬ 
ganized killing” could still 
be looking for the intended 
target, Jones said. 

“It’s important for us 
that that person come for¬ 
ward if they do know that 
they are the target or the 
initially intended target,” 
he said. 

Mahamad Accord, presi¬ 
dent of Edmonton’s Alber¬ 
ta Somali Community 
Centre, urged the intended 
victim to comply with po¬ 
lice. 

“We’re concerned,” he 
said. “He’s putting not only 
his life but those of others 
in the community at risk.” 

Accord said he hopes 
the 25-year-old survivor 


will also co-operate with 
EPS. 

He said he would like to 
see justice in Mohamud’s 
senseless death. 

“Even if it’s my brother, 
1 want this person behind 
bars,” he said. 

Mohamud’s death was 
the city’s 25th homicide 
this year.

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AG blasts Tories over G8 secrecy 


O Auditors couldn’t find documents about how projects 
were chosen for funding O Public servants had no input 



The wording has been soft¬ 
ened but the auditor gener¬ 
al’s verdict remains much 
the same: The Harper gov¬ 
ernment kept Parliament 
in the dark about a $50-niil- 
lion G8 fund that sprayed 
money on dubious projects 
in a cabinet minister’s rid¬ 
ing. 

The final report on the 
G8 legacy infrastructure 
fund concludes that the 
government “did not clear¬ 
ly or transparently” identify 
how the money was going 
to be spent when it sought 
parliamentary approval for 
the funding. 

Moreover, the report crit¬ 
icizes the unprecedented 
lack of documentation to 
explain how and why 32 in¬ 
frastructure projects in On¬ 
tario’s Parry 

Sound-Muskoka region

projects.”

were selected to get the 
government largesse. 

In a separate chapter of 
the report, the auditor gen¬ 
eral says spending on opera¬ 
tions and security for both 


the G8 and G20 meetings in 
Ontario was presented 
piecemeal to Parliament in¬ 
stead of in a package, leav¬ 
ing MPs poorly informed 
about total costs. 

But in one bright spot, 
the report says it seems the 
initially budgeted $1.1 bil¬ 
lion for the summits will ac¬ 
tually come in around $664 
million because poor plan¬ 
ning forced departments to 
create contingency funds 
that were not needed. 

The final report does not 
contain the inflammatory 
language used in a January 
draft by former auditor gen¬ 
eral Sheila Fraser, which 
baldly asserted the govern¬ 
ment had “misinformed” 
Parliament. 

The report details how, 
in November 2009, the gov¬ 
ernment tabled supplemen¬ 


tary estimates in which it 
asked Parliament to ap¬ 
prove $83 milhon for a bor¬ 
der infrastructure fund 
aimed at reducing conges¬ 
tion at border crossings. 

Parliament was not told 
that $50 million of that 
money was to be devoted to 


infrastructure projects hun¬ 
dreds of kilometres from 
the Canada-U.S. border — 
in Tory MP Tony Clement’s 
riding. 

Wiersema said the word 
“misinformed” was excised 
in the report’s final version 
because auditors saw no ev¬ 


idence to suggest the gov¬ 
ernment was deliberately 
trying to mislead Parlia¬ 
ment. Rather, he said, the 
misrepresentation in the es¬ 
timates appeared to have 
been done “for matters of 
expediency.”

MacKay reveals Libya price tag so far: $ 26 M 


Extending Canada’s mili¬ 
tary mission in Libya 
could come with a $ 60- 
million price tag. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay has revealed the 
cost of Canada’s participa¬ 
tion in the NATO-led of¬ 
fensive to topple Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi. 

The mission cost Cana¬ 
dians about $26 million to 
June 2, MacKay said 
Thursday at a NATO meet¬ 
ing in Brussels. The De¬ 


fence Department in Ot¬ 
tawa had rebuffed previ¬ 
ous requests to make 
public the incremental 
cost of the mission. 

The Canadian Forces 
are contributing 650 per¬ 
sonnel along with fighter 
jets, the warship HMCS 
Charlottetown and sur¬ 
veillance planes to the 
UN-approved mission to 
protect civilians from the 
Gadhafi regime. 

The government will 


introduce a motion in Par¬ 
liament next week to ex¬ 
tend the mission another 
three-and-a-half months 
— to the end of Septem¬ 
ber 2011 — which will 
more than double the cur¬ 
rent cost. 

“Simply put, Canada’s 
leadership in this mission 
has protected civilians 
and saved thousands of 
civilians in Libya.” MacK¬ 
ay said in a statement. 

In recent days, opposi¬ 


tion MPs have raised ques¬ 
tions about the mission, 
including whether so- 
called “mission creep” 
was setting in. The Harper 
government has so far 
ruled out the use of 
ground troops. 

MacKay said Canada’s 
decision to extend the 
mission is in line with the 
recent 90-day extension 
by the NATO alliance. 

So far, the NATO bom¬ 
bardment has failed to un¬ 


seat Gadhafi, whose 
forces have fought back in 
recent days with a coun¬ 
teroffensive on the west¬ 
ern city of Misrata. 

Gadhafi’s forces 

launched an attack on 
Misrata on Wednesday, 
killing at least 10 rebels. 

The NATO bombard¬ 
ment continued Thursday 
with another round of air 
attacks on the outskirts of 
the capital, Tripoli.

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney will rescind a 
deportation order for a 
South Korean family at the 
centre of a growing public 
protest in New Brunswick 
now that the province has 
confirmed it will cover 
health costs associated 
with the family’s autistic 
son, a federal source con¬ 
firmed Thursday. 

The Maeng family’s sto- 
ly attracted national atten¬ 
tion after federal officials 
said the family had to 


leave Canada by June 30 
because providing health 
care and social services for 
14-year-old Sung-Joo would 
put too much strain on the 
system. 

On Wednesday, the New 
Brunswick government re¬ 
sponded to growing public 
outrage by handing a pri¬ 
vate letter to the Moncton 
family confirming the 
province will cover the 
costs. 

Sung-Joo’s mother, Hee- 
Eun Jang, said she was elat¬ 


ed with the decision. 

“I feel good, awesome, 
veiy good,” she said in an 
interview from the fami¬ 
ly’s grocery store. She said 
the support the family re¬ 
ceived from across Canada 
was “unbelievable.” 

An online petition sup¬ 
porting the family’s wish 
to stay in Canada had at¬ 
tracted 7,000 signatures, 
and a protest rally was 
scheduled for Sunday in 
Moncton.

Canadian software com¬ 
pany i4i Inc. has emerged 
the victor in a patent bat¬ 
tle with tech super-heavy¬ 
weight Microsoft after the 
U.S. Supreme Court up¬ 
held a judgment that i4i 
be paid $290 million US 
for patent infringement. 

The high court on 
Thursday refused to

NEW YORK. After pressure 
from four U.S. senators, 
Apple Inc. has said it 
will start rejecting 
iPhone applications that 
tip drivers off about po¬ 
lice checkpoints for 
drunken driving. 

Apple updated its app 
developer guidelines 
Wednesday to exclude 
such apps. On Thursday, 
some DUl apps were still 
available in the App 
Store, but Apple usually 
gives developers a 
chance to update their 
apps so they can 
conform to the new 
guidelines before boot¬ 
ing them. 

The apps often com¬ 
bine warnings about 
DUl checkpoints with 
warnings about speed 
traps and red-light cam¬ 
eras. Users of the appli¬ 
cations help create the 
warnings by registering 
the locations. 

An Apple spokesman 
had no comment on the 
change in the guidelines 
and wouldn’t say why 
the change was made. 

The four senators 
asked Apple, Research 
In Motion Ltd., the mak¬ 
er of the BlackBerry, and 
Google Inc. to remove 
DUl-avoidance apps in 
March. 

RIM complied, but 
Google refused.

► Author Susie Moloney had an interest in the supernatural | 
from an early age, becoming fascinated with the Salem witch 
trials and the legend of the Sasquatch. 


Susie Moloney experi¬ 
enced the thrill of fright 
at a very young age. 

“My mother was a huge 
horror fan,” explains the 
Winnipeg author, whose 
latest horror-tinged novel. 
The Thirteen, hit stores 
this week. 

“She would get scared 
watching scary movies 
late at night and she’d 
come wake us up to keep 
her company.” 

Moloney and her broth¬ 
er obliged. 

And although the au¬ 
thor claims, with a laugh, 
to have slept with her 
head under the covers 
ever since, terror clearly 
titillates her. 

“It’s like anything else 
that gets the adrenalin go¬ 
ing, you know? It’s like 
falling in love, it’s like 
having a damn fine 
laugh.” 

All of Moloney’s books 
have delved into other¬ 
worldliness, from her 
chilling 1995 debut Bas¬ 
tion Falls (about an omi¬ 
nously relentless 

snowstorm), to 1997’s su¬ 
pernatural drought story 
A Dry Spell and 2003’s 
haunted house tale The 
Dwelling. 

The Thirteen marks her 
first foray into the world 
of witches, a topic 


Moloney says she was 
drawn to after a stint 
when she was surrounded 
by women. 

“1 went through a long 
period of time in my life 
where my world became 
veiy feminine,” says the 
author. 

“The important people 
in my life were my girl¬ 
friends, my sister, my 
neighbours — all of 
whom were women — 
and 1 found such solace 
and power and love and 
warmth and acceptance 
from my girlfriends.” 

The witches in the 
book — mothers and 
homemakers — are af¬ 
forded great domestic 
comfort in exchange for 
membership to their 
witchy sisterhood. 

“1 ... liked the idea of 
being a witch,” explains 
Moloney, who has two 
sons. 

“You have this image 
when you go into subur¬ 
ban living ... you imagine 
that your children are go¬ 
ing to be perfect, bril¬ 
liant, successful, talented, 
your house is going to be 
spotless and 

gorgeous... the reality 
sinks in that you cannot 
do this without witch¬ 
craft!”

Back in 1996, Tom Wilson 
recorded what he figured 
was a one-off project with 
Colin Linden and Stephen 
Fearing under the band 
name Blackie and the 
Rodeo Kings.

The group 
had been assembled to pay 
tribute to the late Canadian 
folk troubadour Wilhe P.

Yes, 15 years later and 
Blackie and the Rodeo 



Kings are still riding along 
together, now set to issue 
another new album. Kings 
and Queens — the culmina¬ 
tion of three years work 
and the group’s first set of 
all-new material since the 
sessions that produced 
2006’s Juno-winning Let’s 


Frolic and the ’07 follow-up 
Let’s Frolic Again. 

The concept behind the 
new album was essentially 
to pair the roots-rock 
group’s three unique voices 
with an all-star roster of fe¬ 
male singers, including Lu¬ 
cinda Williams, Emmylou 


Harris, Exene Cervenka and 
Roseanne Cash. Linden jet¬ 
ted around North America 
— to Nashville, New Or¬ 
leans, New York, Los Ange¬ 
les and even Woodstock, 
N.Y — with his computer 
to record the Queens. 

And the trio now has 


glowing praise for each of 
the women featured on the 
album. 

Sara Watkins was “really 
great.” Serena Ryder, who 
sang on driving closer Black 
Sheep, was a “real power¬ 
house.” And Cervenka? 
Well, Wilson was so enthu¬ 
siastic about her perform¬ 
ance he could only sum it 
up with an unprintable ob¬ 
scenity. 

Mostly, though, the band 
raved about how their own 
vocals improved because of 
the presence of their 14 
guests. 

“We sang better,” Wilson 
said. 

“The same way that 
we’re better men — better 
people — for the women 
that have surrounded our 
lives either on a long-term 
basis or a short-term basis, 
the same thing happened 
musically. 

“We’re better singers, 
better people.”

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All throughout 
history, an established 
technology never had 
a chance if something 
more convenient 
came along. Just look 
at what we've seen 
with music over the 
last 140 years or so. 

Cylinders vs. Rotating Discs 

Thomas Edison’s 
phonograph with its rotat¬ 
ing wax or metal cylinders 
established that sound 
could be captured. 

But then Emile Berliner 
showed that rotating flat 
discs played on his gramo¬ 
phone were far superior. 
Why? Better sound and be¬ 
cause discs had a B-side — 
twice as much music for 
the same price. 



Edison had no choice 
but to move firom cylinder 
to disc. 

Phonographs vs. 
Gramophones 

The phonograph tracked 
grooves in the record by go¬ 
ing up and down. 

The gramophone’s nee¬ 
dle went from side-to-side. 

This meant that phono¬ 
graph records couldn’t be 
played on gramophones 
and vice-versa, forcing con¬ 
sumers to take sides. 

While it’s true that Edi¬ 
son’s machine delivered 
slightly better sound, the 
up-and-down motion of the 
steel needle wore out the 
record more quickly. 

Undeterred by this 
minor issue, Edison stuck 
to his guns and refused to 
make any changes to his 
machine. 

Ultimately, though, the 
gramophone won out and 
Edison stopped making 
phonographs and records 
entirely by about 1930. 

78s vs. LPs 

By the 1930s, the standard 
rotation rate for discs was 
78 RPM, which meant that 
each record could store on¬ 


ly about four minutes per 
side. Columbia Records 
changed that in 1948 with 
the introduction of the 
vinyl 33 % RPM LP (Long- 
Pla34ng), a format that 
could store up to 22 
minutes per side. From 
that moment, the 78 was 
doomed. 

LPs vs. 45s 

Although Columbia offered 
to license their new 
technology to rival RCA, 
they would have none of it. 
Instead, they countered 
with the vinyl 45 RPM 7- 
inch single in 1949. RCA 
contended that four or five 
minutes of music per side 
was all consumers really 
wanted. But if they did 
want more, they could sim¬ 
ply stack 45s for 
continuous play on the 
large spindle of the brand 
new automatic RCA-manu- 
factured record changer. 
(This is why the hole at the 
centre of a 45 is so big; the 
larger diameter was neces¬ 
sary to let the record slide 
down the spindle without 
prematurely fraying the 
area around hole.)
